Deputy Delao was driving a patrol car in a one-man unit (Unit 690B) traveling eastbound 
on Solano Avenue in the city of Los Angeles, when he came upon fire trucks which were 
stopped facing westbound in the eastbound lanes. Deputy Delao approached the fire 
trucks and was waiting for a firefighter to waive him through the area, in order to continue 
to his destination. A firefighter approached the passenger side window of Deputy 
Delao's patrol vehicle and advised Deputy Delao, there was a male with a gun at the 
location. 


Deputy Delao exited his patrol car as he saw several firefighters running toward his 
vehicle. А firefighter pointed out the suspect as Deputy Delao activated his emergency 
trigger on his portable radio. Deputy Delao used a fire truck for cover as he looked for 
the suspect. Deputy Delao spotted the armed suspect and saw the suspect was holding 
a handgun with both hands, in a low ready position. The suspect appeared to be 
scanning the area. Deputy Delao ordered the suspect to drop the gun. The suspect 
was standing at the opposite end of the fire truck where Deputy Delao had been taking 
cover. The suspect looked in Deputy Delao's direction and pointed the gun at Deputy 
Delao. 


Deputy Delao fired two rounds at the suspect. The suspect fell to the ground and 
immediately began rolling to his side, apparently looking for Deputy Delao. Deputy 
Delao feared the suspect was looking for him and believed the suspect was preparing to 
take aim again, at which time Deputy Delao fired a third round, neutralizing the suspect. 


After neutralizing the suspect, Deputy Delao requested assistance via his portable radio 
and advised he had been involved in a shooting. Deputy Delao repositioned himself 
using cover and awaited assisting units. Assisting units arrived and assisted Deputy 
Delao in handcuffing the suspect. Los Angeles City Firefighters/Paramedics, who were 
already on scene, treated the suspect for his injuries. The suspect was transported via 
ambulance to LA-USC Medical Center where he was pronounced dead. 


The incident was documented on a Sheriffs crime report, under file number 
011-06375-6891-013. The investigation was handled by Sheriff s Homicide detectives. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY IAB 
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Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Alicia Ault (now Captain) was notified. She along with 
Sergeant Patrick Kim and Sergeant Chad Smeltzer responded to the location to conduct 
an administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses and Deputy Delao. 


IAB NOTE: On November 14, 2012, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office, Justice System Integrity Division, issued their letter of opinion regarding this 
shooting incident. The letter concludes with the statement, “We conclude that 
Deputy Delao acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others when he used 
deadly force against Roberto Rodriguez. We are therefore closing our file and will 
take no further action in this manner.”

Suspect Rodriguez sustained two gunshot wounds. He was treated at the scene by Los

Ponce. He was transported to LA-USC Medical Center via ambulance where he was 
pronounced dead on December 17, 2011 at 0522 hours. Suspect Rodriguez was 
assigned Los Angeles Coroner Case Number 2011-08234.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


The Internal Affairs Bureau investigators arrived at the scene approximately two hours 
after the incident had occurred and conducted a walk-through of the crime scene. There 
was nothing significant beyond what was reported and documented by both Homicide 
detectives and Sheriff's Crime Lab personnel. 


REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator obtained a copy of the radio transmissions from the 
Sheriff s Communications Center (SCC). The following is a summary of the emergency 
radio transmissions. 


At 0457 hours, an SCC dispatcher advises Unit 690B activated his emergency trigger and 
requests his status. There is a short moment of silence (approximately 14 seconds) at 
which time, Unit 690B requests 10-33 (emergency clearance) and requests the patch. 
Unit 690B advises of a deputy involved shooting at Solano and Broadway. As additional 
Sheriff Units were responding, Deputy Delao advised, the suspect was down and that he 
had LAPD Officers on scene. Additionally, Deputy Delao advised over the patch, the 
suspect had the gun underneath his body. Three field sergeants (690AS1, 640S, 6505) 
advised SCC they were responding along with several TSB units. Shortly after 
numerous units arriving, a deputy (690A) is heard advising the situation was "Code-4." 
The deputy additionally advised, 902R (fire department) was already on scene. 


IAB NOTE: The time span, according to the TSB dispatch audio obtained from 
SCC, was fourteen seconds between the time SCC advised of 690B's emergency 
trigger activation and the time 690B requested 10-33 clearance. A compact disc 
containing a recording of the radio traffic is included in this case book. The 
emergency radio traffic begins at 00:08 of the "Windows Media Player" file titled 
"TSB Dispatch." See Exhibit F.

PROPERTY DAMAGE 


A Los Angeles City Fire Department truck, number 60682, license number EE 
was parked in the middle of the street facing west in front of [Solano Avenue. The 
vehicle sustained a bullet strike to a reflective tape decal which was affixed to the cargo 
door. Only the reflective tape had been struck and peeled back. No damage was 
observed to the cargo metal door. The bullet ricocheted off the cargo door and impacted 
a white Mitsubishi Lancer, license number MEE parked at the curb in front of Ш 


One bullet hole was observed in the front side of the left rear passenger door glass 
window channel of the Mitsubishi Lancer. The vehicle was parked east of the above 
described fire truck. The bullet's impact into the door window channel caused the left 
rear glass to shatter.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT 


Involved Deputy David Delao was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives, Mitchell 
Robison and Richard Garcia on December 17, 2011. The interview was digitally audio 
recorded. Deputy Delao was represented by his attorney Adam Marangell. 


IAB NOTE: The Homicide Bureau detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Delao in a supplemental report included in this case book. See Exhibit B.

Involved Deputy David Delao was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 
Mark Reyes and Scott Graham on February 5, 2013, at 0943 hours. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. The following is a summary of that interview. For full and 
complete details of the interview, refer to the transcripts which are included in this case 
book. 


Deputy Delao was driving on Solano Avenue in the city of Los Angeles with intentions of 
driving through the area, when he came upon some fire trucks which were parked in the 
middle of the road.

A Firefighter waved at Deputy Delao which Deputy Delao believed he was waving him 
through. Deputy Delao continued driving when the firefighter stopped Deputy Delao and 
informed him of a man with a gun in a driveway at the location. Subsequently, Deputy 
Delao saw several firefighters running toward his patrol car as he heard another firefighter 
yell, "He's coming. He's gota дип!” Deputy Delao noted the firemen appeared to be in 
fear adding this was the first time in his career he had ever seen firemen running in fear. 


Deputy Delao exited his patrol car and drew his handgun. Using his patrol car as cover 
he walked backwards toward the rear of the patrol car and positioned himself in front of a 
fire truck (ladder truck), using the fire truck for cover. The fire truck was parked in the 
east bound lanes, facing west. 
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Deputy Delao spotted the suspect walking in a northern direction from the sidewalk, onto 
the street. Deputy Delao saw the suspect was gripping a handgun with both hands. 
The suspect was pointing the handgun down toward the ground in a low ready position. 
The suspect appeared to be scanning the area as if he was looking for something. 


Deputy Delao positioned himself closer to the fire truck and activated his emergency 
trigger on his portable radio. Deputy Delao activated his emergency trigger causing the 
Sheriffs Communications Center dispatcher to clear the air in an attempt to ascertain 
Deputy Delao’s emergency status. Due to the rapidly evolving situation, Deputy Delao 
was unable to broadcast any information at that point, as he was focused on the suspect. 


Deputy Delao shouted at the suspect to drop the gun (which he did not comply), and 
continued using the fire truck as cover, concealing himself using the fire truck as a 
barricade. He peered over, with his handgun pointed in an east direction toward the 
suspect. The suspect did not drop the gun; instead, he turned his body to the sound of 
Deputy Delao's voice and raised the handgun, pointing it at Deputy Delao. 


Deputy Delao reacted to the threat and fired one round at the suspect. The first round 
did not appear to have an effect, as the suspect continued pointing the gun at Deputy 
Delao. Deputy Delao fired a second round (about one second from the first round). The 
second round appeared to have impacted the suspect. The suspect twisted his body, 
appearing to lose his balance and fell to the ground. 


Deputy Delao could no longer see the gun, but believed the suspect was still armed. The 
suspect was lying on his right side with his head to the north and his feet to the south, with 
his arms tucked into his body, facing Deputy Delao. Deputy Delao believed the suspect 
was injured, but still trying to pinpoint his (Deputy Delao) location. The suspect was still 
holding his head up off the ground as if looking for Deputy Delao. 


Deputy Delao believing the suspect was still armed and fearing the suspect was still 
looking for him, fired a third round. He described the third round as an intentional skip 
shot which he considered for concerns of his background which was a cross street 
(Broadway Street). The third shot appeared to have an immediate effect on the suspect, 
evident by the suspect turning onto his stomach and his head looking away from Deputy 
Delao. After the third shot, Deputy Delao immediately put out emergency radio traffic, 
using his portable radio, advising he had been involved in a shooting at his location. 
Deputy Delao immediately repositioned himself, walking closer to the suspect, using the 
parked cars as cover. Deputy Delao continued covering the suspect with his handgun, 
as he approached. Deputy Delao said his purpose for getting closer was to close the 
distance in order to be in a better position to react to the suspect if he was to begin 
shooting. He wanted to be at a comfortable distance where he knew he could effectively 
react to any additional threats from the suspect. 
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Deputy Delao positioned himself behind the parked car directly south where the suspect 
had fallen.

Deputy Delao did not approach to apprehend or contact the suspect without assisting 
units. It was a tactical mindset due to his [to shoot at closer distances. Deputy 
Delao’s handgun was pointed in a northeasterly direction at the suspect as he waited for 
assisting units. This changed Deputy Delao's original back drop of Broadway Street 
which is where responding Los Angeles Police Department officers arrived from, within 
approximately one minute. Deputy Delao's background as he waited for assisting units 
was a fire truck. 


IAB NOTE: The above described fire truck #60682 is pictured in numerous 
photographs and crime lab sketches included in this case book. See Exhibit E. 


Los Angeles Police officers and additional Los Angeles County Sheriff's deputies arrived 
at the location approximately three minutes later. Deputy Delao and assisting deputies 
approached the suspect tactically and handcuffed the suspect. A handgun was found on 
the ground underneath the suspect's torso. A shield was not utilized during the tactical 
approach of the suspect, as it was not available at that time. 


IAB NOTE: During the interview, Deputy Delao was shown a photograph (marked 
with a 1) and a crime lab sketch of the scene. He was asked to draw a stick figure 
on the sketch diagram to show the suspect's location, and a "D" to show his 
(Deputy Delao) location as he waited for assisting units. See Exhibit H. 


Deputy Delao described the duration of the shooting from the first shot to his third as 
lasting maybe, approximately ten seconds. He said he used his sights to gain target 
acquisition on each of his three shots.
